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1 . The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis 
for the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). 
Correction of the following is required: The specification should be amended to 
provide antecedent basis for the tine receiving members having top surfaces with 
slots in the top surfaces towards the ends of the tine receiving members, as recited 
in several claims. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of35U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. The claim is drafted in such a way that 
the examiner can not determine the specific structure in the specification that 
corresponds to the claimed securing means. It may be noted that the last paragraph 
of the claim requires that one of the securing means include at least one opening. 
There is no antecedent for any specific number of securing means. Moreover, the 
claim could be read to require the other securing means to also be at least one 
opening. The examiner also can not determine the specific structure that 
corresponds to the means for attaching ties, as also recited in the claim. 
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4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b or e) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over DE 9416379U (cited by 
applicants) or Jardine (6390675), Davies (6540085), Baker et al. (7025208) or 
Schnaars Jr. et al. (6,926,144). Each reference appears to teach all of the elements 
of the claims including structure such as indentations and channels in a rigid tine 
receiving member to receive and hold resilient portions of bag material or straps or 
other such ties that are attached to the bag. Additionally the German reference 
clearly teaches openings at the top of a rigid tine receiving members through which 



ties are passed to secure a bulk bag to the members, as required in claims 12 and 
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18. Finally, it would have been obvious to provide any of the noted references with 

any known elements later deemed to be missing from a particular reference, for the 

purpose of improving the functioning of the particular apparatus.
